The Powder-Heap. 


The ex-Emperor Karl’s new bid for 
power is the most serious item to-day in 
a very serious budget of foreign news. 
The moral standards of rois en ¢rtl are 
deteriorating, for Karl has behaved very 
badly, indeed. He has added to a fresh 
-attempt on the precariqys, peace of Central 
Europe a flagrant breach of faith. In 


| February, 1920, the Ambassadors’ Con- 


ference decided that he never must return 
to Hungary. In March of the present 
year he defied the Conference by vanishing 
from Switzerland and appearing suddenly 
at Budapest. That attempt to regain his 
throne failed for lack of popular support 
and he went back to Switzerland. He 
was re-admitted under solemn pledges that 
he would not leave the country without 
the Swiss Government’s consent and that 
he would refrain from any sort of political 
‘activity. He has broken both pledges and 
is to-day not only a King without a throne, 
but a King without honour. Last Thurs- 
day Karl left ‘Switzerland by aeroplane— 
in circumstances for which..that country 
an account—flew across 
Austria, and ianded at Oedenburg, near 
the Hungarian border. Oedenburg is the 
chief town of the Burgenland, whose pos- 
session is now a matter of fierce con- 
troversy between Hungary and Austria. 
The local troops proclaimed him King, and 
it is stated that he is marching at their 
head to Budapest. His movements since 
Friday, however, are largely a matter ot 
conjecture, since all telephonic and tele- 
graphic communication with West Hun- 
gary has been interrupted. One report 
says that he has reached Gyor, half-way 
to Budapest, in command of 1,700 men. 
Another says that the Hungarian Govern- 
‘ment is resisting his advance and that a 
battle is raging within hearing of the 
} capital. ; 

Fortunately, the ex-Emperor’s coup has 
few chances of success. In the first place, 
the Allied Powers cannot afford to tolerate 
this audacious challenge to their 
authority. If they should connive at it by 
inaction, they would abandon even the 
pretence of any: claim to be arbiters of the 
peace of Europe. We learn that their re- 
presentatives have made a prompt protest 
to the Hungarian Government and have 
asked it: to take the necessary steps to re- 
move Karl. without bloodshed. In the 
next place, that Government certainly re- 
gards this mad adventure as an actual 
nuisance and a possible calamity. We 
need not question the good faith of its 
assurance that it disowns Karl’s olaims 
and is trying to induce him to depart. 


strong in Hungary, especially in the 
country districts and in the Army, and 
has been strengthened, perhaps, by the 
nearness of Bolshevism. In the capital, 
however, the Liberal and Socialist Parties 
oppose Karl's. claim resolutely, and the 
Government has no excuse for ignoring 
the consequences of any dalliance with it. 
Hungary cannot afford to quarrel with its 
neighbours of the Little Entente—Czecho- 
Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, and Rumania—and 
these would regard the restoration of the 
Hapsburg Dynasty as an act of war. They 
gave Hungary a precise warning on the 
subject after Karl's Easter escapade, and, 
in view of such a development, they have 
concluded a series of military conventions. 
The Hungarian Government will make an 
honest effort to send Karl about his busi- 
ness because it knows that, if the Little 
Entente should be forced into coercive 
measures, there would be no opposition 
from Britain and France. 

We may assume, therefore, with some 
confidence that Karl will be suppressed, 
and we hope that the Allies will treat him 
with the severity. which he deserves. 
Europe is still a powder-heap. The suc- 
cess of Karl’s coup would send a blazé 
from the Rhine to the Black Sea. It 
would give a dangerous impetus to the 
military party in Germany, by which, 
possibly, his escape from Switzerland was 
not wholly unexpected. Something more, 
however, is required from the Allies than 
that they shall make the ex-Emperor in- 
capable of further mischief. They must 
withdraw from all plotters against 


which they have afforded hitherto by 
jealousies and divergences of policy among 
themselves. It is quite probable that 
Karl was tempted to make his new bid for 
power by the fuel which Italian diplomacy 
has supplied to the militarist spirit in 
Hungary. Vienna complains that in the 
Burgenland negotiations Italy assisted the 
Magyars, and that the impending loss of 
Oedenburg by Austria is the result of 
pressure exercised by an Allied Power. 
Britain and France, however, are -opposed 
to Hungarian aggression, and Italy herselt 
is a party to the protective measures which 
have been taken against it by the members 
of the Little .Entente. The militarists at 
Budapest are talking about the “ first 
split’’ in the Treaty of Trianon, and they 
may have inspired their late Emperor with 
a share of their hopes. The Allies cannot 
impose their will upon Europe unless ii 
is-a common will. There is only one sure 
way of discouraging mischief-makers— 
namely, by making a clean sweep of the 
material of mischief.

Ellis Island. \ 


Mr. Mark Glanvil, a young English- 
man, has made an affidavit in which the 
astonishing conditions prevailing at Ellis 
Island, the immigration station of New 
York, are vividly and painfully described. 
He declares that Ellis Island ig, to 
all intents and purposes, a prison, and 
that the officiels are brutal and tyrannical 
and habitually treat the immigrants with 
savage discourtesy. All this is perfectly 
true, but we may acquit the United 
States Government and the Ellis Island 
authorities of any set intention to ill- 
treat or discourage persons of the class 
to which Mr. Gianvil and his family 
clearly belong. We must remember that 
before the war Mr. Glanvil and persons 
of his class would not. have been required 
to go to Ellis Island. On the other hand, 
there arrived yearly in New York some 
two hundred thousand men and women, 
most of them of the poorest class and 
many of them literally the offscourings of 
Europe. Anything in the nature of kid-glove 
treatment of these illiterate and undis- 
ciplined hordes was impossible. For them 
Ellis Island was bound to be a: prison, 
and it was almost necessary that its 
officials should be rough and overbearing. 
Naturally, they were drawn from a class 
that knew little of gently-bred people and. 
cared less for them. On the other hand, 
they had their good points. Nó woman 
who passed through Ellis Island was ever 
in danger of falling into the hands of 
what Americans call “white slavers,”’ 
Jrish and English men and women 
who brave the horrors of Ellis Island and 
find it intolerable can enjoy the meagre 
consolation that it was not des§zned ' to 
fill them with a loathing of the United 
States, though it may have that effect. 
The American Government, however, 
must provide more favourable means 
to receive them if it desires that its future

“The ex-Service men who joined the 
Spanish Foreign Legion and dreamt of 
a life of rollicking adventure in Morocco 
have had a rude awakening. According 
to a correspondent of The Times, the treat- 
ment which they received when they 
landed. at Ceuta ‘exceeded in brutality 
the worst horrors of the German prison 
camps.” They found that the Spanish 
Government's promises had been. made 
only to deceive. There was no gratuity 
of eight hundred pésetas (£27) waiting for 
them, and the rate of pay was not three 
pesetas a day. A few of the more daring 
spirits managed to escape to Gibraltar, 
but the others—some hundreds strong— 
were drafted into the ranks. Their plight 
is said to be pitiful. They are subjected to 
an iron discipline. The Spanish officers, 
it is charged, treat them like dogs, and 
they have no means of securing redress. 
The man who ventures to show that he 
resents a foreigner’s kick ineurs the death 
penalty. In order to ensure that there 
shall be nothing in the nature of a mutiny 
the Spaniards have scattere! them over 
various units, and a strict censorship 
destroys all letters which contain even 
mild complaints. . They have no blankets 
and under-clothes are not provided. 
Deserters say that even the Spanish 
soldiers revolt at the food which the 
authorities supply and that the medical 
service is virtually non-existent. If the 
correspondent’s report is evea partially 
true, it behoves the.Government to make 
representations to Madrid: Mercenartes 
are supposed to shift for themselves ; but 
in this case, where men, have been lured 
into a wild region by false pretences, some 
efíort should be made to rescue them.

Taxing “ Tips.” 

Having crossed swords with, and de- 
feated, every shrewd business man in his 
area, a London income tax collector has 
decided to tackle the taxi-driver, the rail- 
way guard, the waiter, and the barber's 
assistant. He believes—possibly, rightly 
—that these humble individuals are 
making fortunes out of tips, and that 
he can compel them to swell the total of 
his collection. He has started with the 
railway guards. Every guard residing in 
his district has been requested to “furnish 
particulars as accurately¢as possible of 
the amount received in gratuities.’’ There 
can be no question that the collector is 
doing his duty. Justice and logic both 
demand that the sum which a man makes 
in tips shall be taxed on at least the 
same scale as the amount which he re- 
ceives in the shape of wages. In view .of 
the serious state of the national finances it 
is imperative that the net of the Inland 
Revenue Department shall be made -as 
tight as possible; but the effort to make 
it absolutely hole-proof may be a costly 
business. Railway guards, taxi-drivers, 
waiters, and barbers: are only human. 
None of them is pining to part with his 
hard cash, and very few are likely to 
make -generous estimates of the amounts 
that they receive in tips. 

It is possible, there- 
fore, that, unless the Revenue officials 
temper zeal with discretion, the cost of 
investigating cases may exceed the amount

Until recently Germany was its chief market. 
The fall in the value of the mark, however, 
combined with higher railway tariffs, almost 
closed the Getman market to Danish fish, and 
the exporters had to look elsewhere for an out- 
let for their produce. They fixed upon Britain. 
Considerable quantities were placed on the 
Londgn market carly this year, and reasonable 
profits were made. Then the coal strike 
rendered the British trawlers idle and gave 
the Continental fishermen a free field: 

Soon swarms of foreign craft began to land 
{heir catches at Grimsby and other ports, and 
the Danish, Dutch, and Belgian fishermen se- 
cured a firm grip upon the English markets. 
English fishermen grumbled—they saw. their 
means of livelihood disappearing—and in the 
month of July there were serious disturbances 
in Grimsby. 

When the coal strike ended, and the steam 
trawlers could go to sea again, the element of 
competition was restored, and for a time the 
public was able to parchase fish at almost cost 
srice, But the British industry was ill-equipped 
fos the struggle. The working costs were & 
veritable millstone round its neck. ‘Huge nets 
are expensive. A steam trawler needs a crew 
of at least ten men, and the expense of running 
ijt amounts to at least £35 a day.. The workimg 
costs of the Danis: fishermen amount to about 
ene-third of that sum. 

Instead of a steam trawler the Danes use 4 
motor cutter. Ite cost is about one-tenth of 
the cost of a trawler, and it carries a crew of 
five. Yet it brings to port an equal quantity 
of fish. Its main equipment is not a long and 
expensive trawl net, but a snurreraad. This in- 
strument consists of a deep central pocket or 
pouch, comparable to the cod end of a trawl, 
and 40 or 5O feet in length. On either side are 
the “wings,” each of which may be as much 
as 200 feet long; the upper edges are corked 
and the lower weighted. 

The method of working the snurreraad 3 
peculiar. Every cutter is attended by a small 
open motor boat, which shoots the net. The 
cutter itself lies at anchor. The net, with the 
hauling ropes, is put into the small boat; the 
end of one of them is attached to the cutter, 
and thie rope is paid out from the small boat 
as it moves away. When the net is shot the 
attendant boat returns to the cutter, paying 
out the second rope as it proceeds, and when 
the ends of both ropes are on board the net is 
hauled to the anchored cutter by means of the 
motor winch. . 

So long as coal remaine at, a high price the 
steam trawler cannot hope to compete success- 
fully with the motor cutter in the fishing 
grounds which lie within 70 or 80 miles from the 
shore. This fect has been realised by many 
enterprising members of the British fishing 
industry, and at all the principal ports the 
cutter and the snurreraad are beginning to 
make their appearance. On the more distant 
grounds, where more than half the supply of 
white or bottom fish is obtained, the steam 
trawler is still supreme; but experts hold that 
its supremacy will soon be challenged. 


THE MARBLE ARCH. 


al 


STORY OF ITS ORIGIN. 


No more familiar object exists in London than 
the Marble Arch, at the north-eastern corner of 
Hyde Park. It is the stopping place of hundreds 
of-’buses during the day, and its name is shouted 
through the streets of the metropolis in all 
quarters by the active and voluble conductors 
of these vehicles. 

The Marble Arch is a point of assignation for 
the visitor to the great capital as a central and 
prominent place for meeting. On the pavement 
near its base are spread the bills of contents of 
the numerous newspapers of the day, and close 
to its stones gather each week those various 
persons who expound to a passing public their 
views on religion or politics, according to the 
passing spirit of the hour. Thousands eof 
London's citizens and strangers to the mighty 
city go by the Marble Arch day by day, and 
the roar of traffic lasts round its base from early 
morn on to the midnight bells. 

For seventy years has this arch of marble 
stood on its present position, and. doubtless. its 
origin and history are forgotten’ or unknown by 
most of those who are accustomed to its appear- 
ance. A brief account may, therefore, be of 
interest. 


The Marble Arch was designed by Nash,. from 


| a similar structure in honour of Constantine in 


Rome; it is composed of Carrara marble, a 
substance that ill ban the smoke and damp of 
London, and shows to less advantage than other 
materials of a coarser kind. . 

Four handsome Corinthian columns are pre- 
sented on each face, and sculptured figures and 
wreaths of flowers oceupy ni spaces on the 
sides and ends. Flaxman, Westcott, and Rossi 
were the artists whose productions are seen 
here, and the whole when completed. was the 
largest work of mere ornament ever attempted 
in Great Britain. 

The arch originally stood in front of the court- 
yard of Buckingham Palace, and should haye 
proved a fine approach to the Royal residence. 
ut, lor some reason, failed of its purpose, and 
its removal was decided on, and in 1851 it was 
erected in its present position at what was called 
the Cumberland Gate; but this name has been 
almost lost in the title of. the ornamental en- 
tranco placed on its site.

NOT WANTED IN SWITZERLAND. 


BUDAPEST CABINET TAKEN BY 
SURPRISE.

The Entcnte Powers have demanded the 
expulsion of the ex-Emperor Karl of Haps- 
burg from Hungary. 

By his dash from Switzerland the ex- 
monarch has broken his parole, as he had 
undertaken not to leave the country with- 
eut giving three days’ notice to the 
guthorities. 

He arrived at Oedenburg, in the Burgen- 
land, by aeroplane with his wife on 
Friday and proceeded to Gyor, where he 
was provided with a special train. By 
the orders of the Hungarian Government, 
however, the line between Gyor and Buda- 
pest has been torn up. 

The Government of ‘Hungary remains 
loyal to the Republic, and in an official 


statement points out that by a law passed 
in 1920 Karl cannot enter into the rights 
of a Sovereign. , 

The ex-King’s arrival took the Cabinet 
completely by surprise. The Premier was 
absent from the capital, but martial law 
was at once declared, and the Government 
took energetic steps to cope with any out- 
break of disorder. The city remained 
quiet. 

An unconfirmed report from Vienna 
says that a battle is in progress on the out. 
skirts of Budapest, but British Foreign 
Office circles do not believe that Karl has 
any military backing. 

While admitting that Karl's act is a 
serious breach of faith, diplomats says that 
it is doomed to failure. i

EUROPEAN PEACE MENACE. 


Reuter’s Agency learned yesterday evening 
at the Hungarian Legation that, according to 
an official telegram from Budapest, despatched 
on Sunday morning, representatives of the 
“Ententc have protested to the Hungarian Go- 
vernment against the return of ex-King Karl.

, Representatives of the Little Zntente have 
made verbal]. declarations at Budapest of their 
strong opposition to the restoration of the late 
King. “The Hungarian Government has, in 
reply, given a written answer detlaring its 
adherence to the decision contained in Law 
of 1920, which laid it down that a settlement 
of the question of the Throne had been deferred 
to a timie when it would be appropriate to deal 
with the’ matter, and that, until then, the 
Regent was head uf the country. This law also 
provides that the ex-King cannot exercise the 
right of sovereignty. Therefore, the Hungarian 
Government is taking every step to induce him 
to leave the country. 

In the meantime, there is no news of Karl's 
arrival in Budapest. The Government has 
sufficient force to prevent his entry into the 
capital. It is supposed that Kar! has with him 
a few thousand troops. ie 

Reuter’s Agency learned on inquiry at the 
Foreign Office last night, that it is not believed 
in British authoritative quarters that the ex- 
Emperor Karl’s adventure has the least chance 
of success.

WORKING WOMEN’S VIEWS. 
GENEVA, October 20th. 

An interesting debate took place at to-day’s 
sitting of the international Congress of Work- 
ing Women on the report of the Committee on 
Unemployment, presided over by Miss Mar- 
garet Bondfield, of the Parliamentary Commit, 
tee of the Trades Union Congress.

EFFECT OF UPPER SILESIA 


DECISION.

The resignation -of the Wirth Cabinet has 
produced a situation of utter confusion. “The 
parties of the Right are jubilant, while the Left 
is dismayed. Neither side has any practical 
suggestions for the future. 

The Cabinet resigned as a result of pressure 
from the Centre Party and the Democrats, who, 
though approving Herr Wirth’s policy, insisted 
on his resignation as a formal manifestation of 
national disgust with the Upper Silesian solu- 
tion. : 

Both parties are in collaboration with the 
German People’s Party, but the latter’s opposi- 
tion to the proposed negotiations with Poland 
on the economic clauses of the Geneva situation 
renders this prospect doubtful, and it is possible 
the Centre and Majority Socialists may together 
form a Cabinet, relying on a more or less 
benevolent neutrality of the other parties. 

Such a Cabinet, however, would experience 
great difficulty in carrying through the new 
taxation programme, and would be hampered 
by a perpetual feeling of insecurity.—(Reuter.)

According to a telegram received here from 
Berlin at 2 o'clock this afternoon, Herr Wirth 
has agreed to undertake the task of forming a 
new Government on the same basis as the 
present Cabinet.—(Reuter.) 


FIVE MONTHS’ STRUGGLE. 
HERR WIRTH’S LETTER TO 
PRESIDENT. 


BERLIN, Saturday. 

In a letter to the President informing him oí; 
the resignation of the Cabinet, Herr Wirth. 
dwelt on the struggle it had had during the five 
months to carry out the terms of the ultimatum 
and fulfil the excessively heavy demands made 
upon the German people, particularly in the 
matter of the enormous payment of gold marks. 

He goes on to say :—It might have been ex- 
pected, in those circumstances, that the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr would have ceased, and that 
a solution-of the Upper Silesia question would 
have been “found in consonance with a sense of 
justice to the German people and Upper Silesia, 


and with future peaceful relations between 
European nations. 
Instead of this there has been a decree 


whereby not only extensive tracts of Upper 
Silesia, but also flourishing German towns, a 
greater portion of her mineral wealth, and four- 
fifths of her factories, are to be torn from the 
German homeland. 

A great part of the population which fails to 
Poland is of German origin and German-speak- 
ing, and it is;~im spite of the Tight of self- 
determination and the unequivoca] result of the 
plebiscite, to be subjected to foreign domina- 
tion. Never can the German people <forget this 
loss, but, defenceless as it is, they must accept. 

While only sincere efforts to fulfil all parts 
of the agreement can render possible the politi- 
cal and economic restoration of Europe, the 
Cabinet is convinced that the limits of German 
capacity and the possibilities, of fulfilment have 
been materially reduced by the Silesian decree. 
A new situation, therefore, has arisen fér Ger- 
many. In view of these facts, the Cabinet has 
decided to relinquish office. 


CHINESE GAMING HOUSE. 
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SEQUEL TO POLICE, RAID. 

Fifteen Chinamen and two English youths 
appeared before the Liverpool magistrates on 
Saturday as the result of a police raid in 
Chinatown. 

Mr. Roberts, prosecuting, said that police ob- 
servation on the premises, which were osten- 
sibly a tobacconist shop, proved that the place 
was a gaming house used by fifteen men 
nightly on an averaBe. Pontoon, banker, and 
other card games were played. 

Fourteen prisoners were bound over. on a 
charge of being found on. the premises, and 
the occupier was remanded until Friday on bail, 
charged with keeping the premises and being 
in possession of opium. Another Chinaman was 
fined £10 for being in possession of opium, and 
another was remanded till Friday on a similar 
charge. 


AMERICAN MEMORIAL OAK 
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TO GROW ON FRENCH SOIL. 
PARIS, October 22. 

The American. memorial oak which is to be 

lanted at White Plains, New York, on Novem- 
Ea 11, in memory of American soldiers killed 
in the war, will grow in .both French and 
American soil, for a box of earth from the 
battlefield of Belleau Wood is being sent from 
France. 

This week there was a simple little ceremony 
on the site of the Belleau Wood fighting, when 
an American Y.M.C.A. agent, in the presence of 
a little group of French and Americans, filled a 
small box with earth, the onlookers also placing 
little tributes in the box, such as sprigs of trees 
and cartridges. 

Finally two young girls from Chateau Thierry 
laid French and American flags on the top of 
the soil, together with a little letter of their 
own composing, expressing t he oe 
gratitude of the inhabitants of Chateau Thierrm 
to the men who saved their town. The box of 
earth will be taken to America by two Y.M.C.A. 
workers.—(Reuter.) |

PANIC. 


ROOF COLLAPSES.

While a concert, attended by 700 people, was 
in progress at the Temperance Hall, Waleall, 
Birmingham, on Saturday night, part of the 
roof collapsed, and.one woman received fatal in- 
juries, while two others were badly hurt. Seven 
persons were able to go to their homes after 
receiving hospital treatment. 

The Bon Bon concert party, of Birmingham, 
was holding a concert in the hall when the 
mishap occurred. A panic prevailed, as the 
dust caused by the collapse reduced the hall to 
darkness. People st led from the place 
under chairs an thous’ windows. 

Police and firemen were quickly on the scene 
and assisted to rescue the people, some forty o 
whom sustained slight injuries, not necessitating 
hospital treatment. 

The accident was apparently due to one of 
the wooden principals supporting the roof be- 
coming dislodged. ~ When the crash occurred an 
artist was singing “I shan't be here and you 
wont be there.” 


MANDATES. 


LEAGUE COMMISSION’S 
REPORT. 


The Mandates Commission of the League of 
Nations has reported to the Council. The re- 
port says thet the Commission aims above all at 
facilitating the work of the Mandatory Powers, 
aud will exercise its authority less as judges 
than Ws collaborators “ resolved to devote their 
experience and their energies to & joint ea- 
deavour.”’ ‘ 

At ite first meeting the Commission considered 

interim reports submitted by the Mandatory 
Powers in regard to the French Cameroons, 
French Togoland, British Tanganyika, Belgian 
East Africa, South-West Africa, Mesopotamis, 
and Palestine. As the reports were made to 
the national Parliaments of the MandGatories, 
and only communicated to the League for in- 
formation, the Commission has made no remarks 
upon them, beyond expressing admiration “for 
the magnificent and generous -effort at Colonial 
reorganisation and reconstruction which they 
show.” 
The Council has been requested by the Com- 
mission to forward questionaires to the manda- 
tory Powers with a view. to getting full infor- 
mation in the annual reports in future. These 
questionaires. cover. a wide field, dealing with 
slavery, labour conditions, the arms traffic, 
trade and manufacture of alcohol and drugs, 
liberty of conscience, military questions, econo 
mie equality, education, public healthy the 
system of land tenure, the moral, social and 
material well-being of the inhabitants, public 
finances, and vital and social statistics. If all 
the questions put are answered fully, the annual 
reports of the mandatory Powers will constitute 
8 very valuable record of. all aspects and condi- 
tions in the mandated territory. 


TARIFFS AND SLAVERY. 


An interesting point is brought to light in 
connection with the report on South-West 
Africa, where it appears that the Commissioners 
appointed by the Union of South Africa were 
unable to agree upon the nationality to be 
taken by the inhabitants of the mandated terri- 
tory; and the Mandates Commission asks the 
Council whether a population under a man- 
datory, acting on behalf of the League, should 
take the nationality of the mandatory or should 
keep their former nationality; and, if neither, 
then what system should be adopted. 

Again, in the Belgian, British, and French 
draft mandates for East Africa, Togoland and 
the Cameroons, there is provision that “the 
mandatory should be at liberty to constitute 
the. territory into a customs . union or 
federation, with the adjacent posses- 
sions under -his sovereignty or control.” 
On the other hand, according to 
Article 22, there is to be equal 
opportunity for the trade and commerce of 
other members of the League. . The Commission 
draws the attention of the Council to the dis- 
pute which might arise out of these two. pro- 
visions if the colony in which the mandated 
territory had been ye pegs for Customs 
ba were placed under a system óf pre- 
erential tariff. 

Again, in the draft “B' mandates, the 
Mandatory Powers are under the obligation of 
forbidding any form of forced or compulsory 
labour for the benefit of private enterprise. 
The Commission draws the attention of the 
Council to the dangers which might arise, from 
various, interpretations of these provisions. “ It 
does not, in fact, believe that the Council in- 
tends to sanction the prohibition of the obliga- 


society."’ With regard to slavery, the Commis- 
sion draws the attention of the Council to the 
wording of the. provisions of the various draft 
mandates on this point, and adds that it con- 
siders it to be the intention of the authors of 
the drafts “to ensure the complete emancipa- 
tion of all slaves at an indefinite date, and to 
forbid forced Jabour except in the case of works 
and services which would be at the same time 
both public and essential.”

DESTITUTE CHILDREN. 
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A REMINDER OF CHRISTMAS. 
WASHINGTON, .October 10. 

Homeless and starving children of Central 
Europe are to have a taste of Christmas cheer 
this year, when 66,000 boxes, prepared by 
American school-children, will be disthibuted in 
Austria, 33,000 in Hungary, and 1,000 in the 
Balkan States. The boxes will be shipped from 
New York early next month, to ensure ample 
time for distribution before Christmas. 

Tne boxes, which have been prepared by the 
Red Cross, will contain such things as handker- 
chiefs, towels, stockings, tooth-brushes, soap, 
dolls, marbles, sweets—in fact, anything the 
children care to put into them. They will bear 
the Red Cross symbol, and will be accompanied 
by a cheery Christmas greeting.—(Reuter.) 


HORTICULTURAL HYBRID. 


- 
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VINE AND ELDERBERRY, 
PARIS, October 21. 

The Echo de Paris publishes a letter from M. 
Francis Noel, of Varennes-sous-Dun (Saone- 
et-Loire) describing the experiment of a well- 
known vine-grower of that district in ‘‘crossing” 
a vine and an elderberry, and producing fruit 
therefrom. The | elderberry was used as the 
male and the vine as the female in: the cross- 
ing, and the resuli was a plant, now two years 
old, which produces leaves similar to the male 
parent and fruit.resembling that of the female. 
Regarded as “grapes! the fruit is foor, but 
the experimenter believes that careful cultiva- 
tion of his hybrid will result in a fruit which 
will be of great value in years of excessive 
drought when the grape harvest is small. 

M. Noel is a horticulturist whose hobby is 
the crossing and grafting of plants of all sorts. 
He saysthat the elderberry is remarkable for 
its growth in dry seasons, and quotes an elder, 
sown thirty years ago, and growing under a 
clock-tower in Varennes, which has been cut 
hack several times, and which was not affected 
by the drought of 1911 or even by that of this 
year. The plant faces due south, and is never 
artificially watered, and yet it thrives. and 
grows.—(Reuter.)

DEEP-LAID PLAN. 


A Correspondent in The Times states, in 
reference to ex-King Karl, who is again in 
Hungary :—Kar!’s sudden return to Hungary is 
not altogether surprising to those who have 
watched carefully the events in the Burgenland 
since his Easter fiasco. It will be remembered 
that when he then left, he made a special point 
of saying “ 4u Revoir’ to his adherents, and 
these supporters have never troubled to conceal 
their intention to bring back the ex-Kaiser aí 
the carliest possible moment. 

The present coup d'état is almost certaimly 
due primarily to aa Fricdrich, the ex-Prime 
Minister. Moreover, Friedrich has recently won 
ever such men as Count Julius Andrassy to his 
side, and there is, therefore, every reason to 
believe the report which gives the names of 
Counts Appony: and Andrassy, M. de Rakovsky, 
and Dr. Gratz, the former Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, and an out-and-out supporter of King 
Karl, as-constituting a Karlist Ministry. 


IRISH CRISIS. 
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MAIN ISSUE TO BE FACED. 

The Times, referring in a leading article to 
Mr. de Valera’s telegram to the Pope, remarks 
that it has caused doubt, even amongst those 
who have believed in the possibility of reaching 
a settlement through the present Conference, 
whether Sinn Fein yet reahses that the 
reiteration ofa claim to Irish independence of 
the Imperial Throne and of the British Com- 
monwealth can only end in disaster. 

There is a real question at issue in this 
Conference. It is whether the Sinn Fein 
leaders desire association with the British Em- 
pire under the Imperial Crown. If so, there 
are many ways and means of fulfilling that 
desire without curtailing the essentials of Irish 
freedom. If not, and if the majofity of the 

ple in Southern Ireland support the Sinn 
ein leaders in ’rejecting all association with the 
Empire and ail Ea “rm Éin to the Crown, we 
shall know: where we stand. i 

Hitherto, we believe, the Conference has not 
fairly faced this fundamental issue. In our 
view it would be highly regrettable were the 
Conference to break down before the issue has 
been faced, but even if agreement upon it were 
not found possible in the Conference itself, we 
should still hold that no sufficient ground for a 
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complete rupture between the Government and 
Sinn Fem would exist. There are the 
matidatories, both of the Government and 
of Sinn Fein, to be considered, or 
in other words, the British people and 
the people of: Southern Ireland. Before 


they are plunged anew into armed strife it 
would be necessary to know whether “hey de- 
sire a renewal of strife. eae 

The attitude of the British people is, we be- 
lieve, quite clear. Subject to the association of 
Ireland with the Empire, and to Irish alle- 
giance to the Imperial Crown, we are convinced 
that the people of this country wish for peace. 
The desires of the Southern Irish are not so 
clear, but they should surely be ascertained 
before the dread alternative to peace is 
brought upon them. 

The Conference may, and we still trust will, 
find in itself the wisdom and the strength to 
reach a settlement, at least in rprinciple, but 
should it fail to agree upon the main terms 
of a settlement, it could, and should, agree at 
least upon a clear definition of what the Bri- 
tish offer to Ireland really is, and upon the con- 
sultation of the people of Southern Ireland by 
means of a referendum before that offer is 
held to have been finally rejected. 

The responsibility of both parties to the 
Conférence is enormous. The conseuences of 
what they may do, or fail to do, may be world-- 
wide. Whether they agree, or fail to agree, 
there should be no ambiguity in regard to the 
yoints of agreement or of divergence. There- 
fore, we earnestly suggest that they should 
make every effort to agree, and that if they 
cannot agree upon a positive basis for a settle-

He has brought to the United States what is 
claimed to be one of the most important col- 
lections of ancient documents yet discovered. 
It consists of more than 120 le how dating 
from the reigns of the Roman perors, Augus 
tus, Tiberius, Caligula, and Claudius, together 
with a few fragments. The documents are all 
dated, therefore, in the lifetime of Ohrist or of 
the Apostles, 

They represent a part of the files of a record 
office in or near the city of Tebtunis, in Kgypt, 
súd were discovered about four months ago. 
They were written on papyrus, chiefly in the 
Greek language, only a few being in Demotic. 
They were probably covered with sand soon 
we gh "cm record office fell into ruin, and, with 
few exceptions, are perfectly preserved. 

The earliest document is dated in the vear 7 
A.D, It contains the signature of a woman. 
who agreed not to bring any claim against her 
brothers. The next earliest, also dated in the 
reign of Augustus, is a contract of a common

FATHER VAUGHAN’S ANSWER. 


Preaching last evening in the Church of the 
Holy Name, Manchester, Father Bernard 
Vaughan took for his text: '“ What think ye 
of Christ ?” He said that that question had 
been pressing for an answer for pearly 2,000 
years. Generation after generation was con- 
fronted by it, and ever Body who was any 
body must answer it. pon a man's answer 
to it you knew. whether he accepted or rejected 
trae Christianity, for he could not even start 
Christianity till he had made up his mind to 
subscribe to the dogma of Christ's divine 
personality. 

The . preacher was quite aware that there 
had sprung up recently a school of “ Liberal 
Christianity,” which contended~ with the 
Cambridge Margaret’s Professor of Divinity 
that Our. Lord: “did not for a moment think 
of Himself as God,” and that in the pus ° 
there was no Christology. Not finding in fhe 
New Testament what Catholics saw, in almost 
every page of it—the call to the Divinity of 
Christ—-Modernists had created a Christ of 
their own, and invented a Christianity to go 
with the times—a religion stripped of the 
supernatural and the miraculous, the Principal 
of Ripon Hall maintaining that ‘‘ the conscious- 
ness of Christ was not supernatural in any 
sense that cannot be attributed to other 
human beings.” 

NO SHIRKING. 

Father Vaughan said that, as there was no 
shirking the question of Christ's personality, 
go there was no compromising the answer to it. 
Was Christ God, or was He not ? Was He a 
visidnary er impostor, or was He the Only- 
begotten Son of God made Man for us ? Did 
He claim to be God ? Father Vaughan inferred 
from Christ's claim to Divine sanctity, His 
clam to Divine personality. Lecky, the 
historian, had described Christ as “ the 
highest pattern of virtue, and the strongest 
incentive to ita practice.”

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INDUSTRIAL DISCONTENT. 
BISHOP OF DURHAM’S VIEWS, 


The Bishop of Durham, Dr. Hensley Henson, 
addressing the Durham Diocesan Conference on 


He challenged His worst enemies to convict. 
Him of sin: “ Which of you shall convince 
Me of sit?” In anyone but Christ sucha! 
claim to super-human sanctity would be con- 
sidered as intolerable~-as blasphemous. Why 
was Christ the exception, but because His 
word could be nothing but the truth. 

Fathvr Vaughan went on to give another 
indirect proof of Christ's Divine 
Personality—His toll upon. the human 
heart. Not satisfied with a place in 
man’s heart, Christ desired to be loved by 
all, and above all. What He démanded He re- 
ceived in His lifetime, and, as Renan confessed, 
“Jesus is loved a thousand times ‘more now 
than He was when on earth.” With Napoleon, 
Pascal, and others, Father Vaughan inferred 
from Christ demand on the human heart to 
His claim % be God—né one but God could 
levy such charges on the heart of man —and 
find them paid. : 


DIRECT PROOF. 

Father Vaughan went on from indirect to 
direct proof of Christ's claims. He argued 
fomr St: Peter's profession of faith in Christ's 
Divinity, and from Christ's acceptance of it as 
proof eufficient that Our Lord claimed tw be 
the Son of God in an unique sense. The whole 
setting of the scene and the promise of Christ 
to His disciple warranted any sane man's belief 
in the Divinity of Jesus Christ. 

Father Vaughan concluded with Christ's trial 
What was the charge of 
which he was found guilty? It was the charge 
of blasphemy— Christ dared to-essert his Divine 
Sonship. He died because He insisted on His 
claim. “ You have heard blasphemy. What 
think you?” and the cour} shouted back that 
He was “ guilty of death.” Christ was crucified 
bécause He claimed to be, not a ' revealer of 
God,” but God Himself.’ 

Father Vaughan said that in spite of what 
‘liberal Christians ” had to say in the matter, 
Catholics were unanimous in declaring that 
Christ claimed to be the Qgnly-hegotten, Bon of 
God. and that that claim coloured .His life, 
shaped His teaching, and sealed His death. 


MODERNIST CLAIMS. 

They were often told that tho Modernist 
school was fast capturing the Church of Eng- 
land. There was no denying the fact that the 
teaching about Christ’s person put forward. by 
the Modern Churehmen’s movement at the re- 
cent conference held at Cambridge was as out- 
spoken as it was daring. In that conference 
~ payed were whittled down till there seemed 
to be no article in them left standing. But 
why should the creeds be Tad when the 
claims of Christ were not? ‘ith the Divine 
personality of Christ gone, there was no reason 
why His teaching should be left. 

It would seem that Modernisis, having no use 
for the Christ of the Gospels and of tradition, had 
turned down or EHAN about His Christianity 
but its phraseology—they were living on the 
after-glow of Christianity. He feared that they 
would before long find themselves in tho ex- 
terior darkness. They could not live on the 
phraseology only of Christianity. With the 
Divine “Christ torn out of Christianity, 
Modernists would find that, instead of embrac- 
ing a live religion, they were hugging a corpse.

THIEPVAL MEMORIAL. 


The battlefield memorial to th} Ulster Divi- 
sion will be dedicated by the Primate (the Most 
v. Dr. D’Arcy) on November 19. The 
memorial, which is a replica of Helen’s Tower, 
Clandeboye, Co. Down, has been erected near 
the village of Thiepval (Somme), on the site of 
the old German front line, oreriooking, te 
River Ancre, which was taken by the Ulster 
Division on the ist July, 1916. The Tower con- 
tains a memorial chamber, 16ft. square, faced 
throughout in stone, containin 
tablet in statuary marble. On one 
walls is the following poem by Tennyson :— 
Helen’s. Tower here I stand, 
Dominant over sea and land, 
Sons’ love built me and 1 nold 
Ulster’s love in letter’d gold. 

Uther portions of the wall surface will be 
set apart for relations of the fallen 
desire te heve memorial tablets placed there. 
The upper portion of the tower 
commodation for a caretaker, who will act as 
guide to the battlefields. On the south-eastern 
angle of the tower is a circular turret staircase 
giving access to the roof 50ft above the ground, 
and from which a view'of thirty miles can be 
obtained. The tewer is erected in stone, and 
has a total height of 70ft., surmounted by a flag- 
staff 35ft. high. At the opening ceremony a 
flag, made by the women of Ulster, will be 
hoisted by the Duchess of Abercorn. 

The work has been carried out by Messrs. 
Fenning and Co., Lid., of Harnimersmith, Lon- 
don, in conjunction with the Société de Con- 
structions et Travaux Publics d’ Arras, 
extremely difficult conditions, owing to the de- 
vastated district. The architects are Messrs. 
Bodwen and Abbott, 31-Craven street, London. 

On the walls of the tower is a tablet, which 
will be unveiled by. Lord Carson of Duneairn. 
It “bears the following inscriptions :— 

“ 19141918. 

“This tower is dedicated to the Glory of God, 
in grateful memory of the officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, and men of the 36th (Ulster) 
‘Division, and of the sons of Ulster in other 
forces who laid down their lives in the Great 
War, and of all their comrades-in-arms who, by 
Divine grace, were spared to testify to their 
glorious deeds. -

GOVERNMENT OPPOSITION. 


The Governing Body of the International 
Labour Office has just held a long discussion on 
the British Government 's letter with regard to 
its decision not to ratify the eight-hour day 
convention, adopted at the International Labour 
Conference at Washington in 1919, according to 
a telegram received from Geneva on Saturday 
morning at the London Office of the Inter- 
national Labour Office. 

The British Government's letter stated. that, 
in the opinion of His Majesty's Government, 
difficulties, inherent in the present industrial 
conditions in this country, prevented the com- 
plete acceptarice of the principles with regard to 
the eight-hour day, and the working of over- 
time as set forth in the convention. . The letter 
also said—“ Hig Majesty's Government under- 
stand that other countries are experiencing diffi- 
culties somewhat similar to those indicated in 
this communication, and they are of opinion 
that it might be advisable that the whole ques- 
tion should be reconsidered at a future con- 
ference, the aim of such a conference being to 
adopt a new Hours Convention, retaining those 
rovisions of the Washington Conference which 
hove proved generally acceptable in the light of 
recent experience, and orhitting or modifying 
those which may appear to be too inelastic for 
the varying needs of the different industries in 
the respective countries.” 

“To thig end they propose to suggest to the 
Governing Body of the organisation that it 
might consider the advisability of placing the 
question on the agenda of the general con- 
ference of the organisation in order that the 
necessary arrangements for the conference to 
deal with the question may be made.” 

Sir Montague Barlow, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour, who is the 
British Government representative on the Go- 
verning Body, urged the need of. securing 
greater elasticity in- the convention, while pre- 
serving these principles which have proved gene- 
rally acceptable. This, he said, might involve 
the amendment of the convention. 

The workers’ group in the Governing Body 
were reluctant to contemplate such an amend- 
ment, maintaining that the convention was al- 
ready sufficiently elastic to meet the British 
difficulties. 

A compromise was eventually reached almost 
unanimously, that the Director of the Inter-

The Governing Body of the International 
Labour Office consists of twenty-four members— 
twelve representing Governments, six represent- 
ing employers, and six representing workers. 


FRENCH NATIONAL DEBT.

250,341 MILLION FRANCS, 


The .Matin has extracted from the , Budget 
estimates for 1922 figures indicating the extent 
of the French National Debt. Jesctding to 
these figures, says a Reuter's Paris telegram, 
the internal debt amounts to 229,055 million 
francs, of which the perpetual debt amounts to 
100,041 million francs, time loans to 38,571 mil- 
lion francs, and the floating to 90,443 million 
francs. 

The external debt totals 35,286 million francs, 
of which the commercial debt accounts for 
6,490 millions, the political debt to great Britain 
13,511 millions, and debts to the United States 
15,285 millions. 

The total of both internal and external dehts 
thus amounts to 264,341 millions, from which 
should bé deducted the debts of foreign countries 
to France, amounting to 14,000 millions. The 
total National Debt of France thus totals 
250,341 million franos.

NATIONAL TEACHERS’

“Coming changes in the Irish education 
system and the future statue of the teachers 
was the subject discussed at a meeting of the 
national teachers of County Dublin on Satur- 


day. 

Phe programme of instruction which has been 
drawn up by several public bodies, of which the 
irish National Teachers’ Organisation Is one, 
was referred to by Mr. P. Quinn, a member of 
the Central Executive mmittee of the 
IN.T.O0. He said that in the drafting of this 
programme, as well as in that of drafting & 
programme for secondary schools, and of devise 
ine a scheme for the co-ordination of t 
diferent branches. of education, there was a 

reat deal to be feared from “ gecret 
iplomacy.” The body that initiated ey 
vision of the new programme was the IN. O., 
and the motive was to lighten the teachers 
work. When the conference got to work the 
original motive was lost sight of, and other 
considerations entered in to such an extent that 
the result was a programme only infinitesimally 
narrows: than the old one, and immensely 
more difficult. The speaker was thoroughly in 
sympathy with the demand for the. Irish 
language in the curriculum, but the new pro 
gramme was starting at the wrong end, an 
was impossible in the great majority of the 
schools of the country. 

Another speaker, a Vice-President of the 
LN.T.O., strongly repudiated the charges made 
against the Programme Committee. At ever) 
stage in the drafting of the programme the 
teachers’ delegates had consulted with their 
delegates.

EXPERIMENTAL RESULTS. 


The results of experiments on storage rot in 
potatoes, carried out recently at the Agricul- 
tural College, Glasneving showed that the most 
dangerous source of infection arises from the 
direct contact of tubers with blighted foliage. 

Although blight has not been very prevalent 
this year, there have been reports of late ap- 
pearances, and care should, therefore, be taken 
when potatoes are being dug to prevent the 
tubers coming into contact with diseased stalks 
and not to use the latter as covering for pits— 
nor as temporary covering for the potatoes while 
lying in the field. 

At the time of lifting or nia | afterwards 
potatoes should be carefully picked and graded 
into large and amall sizes and stored separately,. 
Diseased tubers and very small ones should be 
removed from the others, and put away for pig 
or poultry feedirig. 

STORING POTATOES. 

Where potatoes are stored in pits or clamps 

out of doors—and this is the method adopted 


| with the bulk of the crop not required for seed 


the pit or clamp should be situated on the 
Low-lying damp 
land, subject to flooding, and sheltered places 
in the vicinity of trees, are most unsuitable 


After grading, potators should be piled in a 
heap not. more than three feet wide at the 
bottom, and gradually tapering to a width of a 
few inches at a height of about we and as half 
feet. On very dry land the pit bottom may be 
hollowed slightly, but the best results are ob- 
tainéd when the pit is made on level ground. 

When the pit is made up it should be covered 
with a layer of from four to six inches of dry 
straw, which in turn should be covered, with a 
layer of soil of similar depth. Provision for 
ventilation—to prevent the disease known as 
- pit-rot’--should he made by inserting small 
bundles of straw at intervals of from five to six 
feet along the top of the pit. To avoid -loss 
through decay, potatoes stored in pits should be 
periodically examined and all diseased tubers 


| removed. 


_ Houses in which potatces required, for more 
immediate use are stored should be thoroughly 
dry, well ventilated, and, if possiblé, rat and 
mouse proof. To prevent heating and sprouting 
the layers ot potatoes should not be more than 
To exclude light—exposure 
to which injures cooking quality—and as a 
tection against frost, potatoes so stored should 
be covered with straw or sacking.

CLERGYMEN’S MINIMUM NEED. 


Addressing the congregation at Harold's Cross 
Church yesterday morning on behalf of the 
Church of Ireland Sustentation ( ampaign, Lord 
Glenavy said that there were about 1.300 
clergymen in the Church, and up to last year at 
least half that number were in receipt of in- 
comes which did not average more than £250 
a year. With remarkable dignitw and self.

In November last the General Synod passed 
legislation to secure that in the future no in.

A case involving serious charges against a 
well-known clergyman came up for investigation 
at a Court of the General Synod of the Church 
of Ireland in Dublin on Saturday last. 

The respondent was the Rev. John M. Robin- 
son, Rector of Castlemacadam, Ovoca, which is 
in the’ Diocese of Glendalough. 

The inquiry was held in the Synod Hall, 
Christ Church place, and interest in the pro- 
ceedings was manifested by the large number 
of ple—clergy and laity—present. i 

The Court was presided over by the 
Primate. The other members were—The Bishop 

Down and Connor and Dromore, the Bishop 
of Killaloe, Mr. Justice Samuels, Mr. H. D. 
Conner, K.C., Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., and 
County Court Judge Moore. 

The petitioners hairt] by Messrs. J. H. 
Jejlett, K.C.. M.P., and J. P. Phelps, instructed 
by Messrs. Montgomery and Chaytor) were— 
Edward Johnson, People’s Churchwarden,; 
Francis Carter, Parochial Secretary; Richard 
Hill, Treasurer: Matthew Kinch, W. A. Shetliff, 
John Murphy, William Burns, Herbert Fair- 
weather, Robert Hannon, and James Hill, Select 
Vestrymen of the parish. 

The respondent was defended by Mr. Serjeant 
Hanna and Mr. Charles Murphy (instructed by 
Mr. Alfred W. Glover, Dublin). 

THE CHARGES. 

The charges against the respondent were— 
That he, being the incumbent of the parish, 
sublet the globe and Jands of Castlemacadam 
without the permission of the Representative 
Church Body, and resided in a house built out 
of moneys collected by him ostensibly for the 
erection of a new rectory, for which he failed to 
account; that he failed to account for rents re- 
ceived in respect of Church lands at Conary, 
and for moneys collected in America and elee- 
where, ostensibly for the parish; that he failed 
to supply information relative to certain be- 
quests amounting to several hundreds; that he 
refused on personal grounds to allow the bell 
to be tolled, or any Service to be held in the 
church, or to officiate at such Service, on the 
occasion of the funeral of the petitioner's 
(Edward Johnson). sister; that he, with the 
Churchwarden, claimed the right to determine 
the position of the grave, notwithstanding the 
fact that the site was a place where the 
Johnson family had for many years been in- 
terred; that he was responsible for having 
caused to be passed a resolution, declaring that 
no grave in the better part of the cemetery 
should be given to any family who did not at- 
tend and support the church; that he neglected 
to attend to parishioners during illness; and 
that he allowed an instalment due to the Board 
of Works in respect of the Castlemacadam 
Schoolhouse to remain unpaid.

| CASE OPENED. 

| Mr. Jellett, in opening the case, said that 
this was the third occasion on which the respon- 
dent had been brought up. The first occasion 
was in 1914, when, arising’ out of the burial of a 
entleman called Correll, who died in April, 
913, Rev. Mr. ‘Robinson charged the deceased 


enforced payment of that eum, the legal charge 
being 5s. 

The Diocesan Court held that his action was 
unjustifiable, and ordered him to pay. costs. 
He appealed against that decision, but the ap- 
peal was dismissed. The second charge wae in 
1918. when the pétitioner was the then Arch- 
bishop, the present Provost of Trinity College, 
the charge against respondent being that he had 
absented himself from his parish, not only with- 
out permission, but contrary to the express 
orders of the Archbishop. He proceeded to 
America, and did not return when duly sum- 
moned to do so. The charge was held to be 
proved by the Court, and sentence was pro- 
nounced, suspending him for a perjod of three 
months. 

_ It appeared that this gentleman was inducted 
into the living of Ovoca in 1886. At Wooden- 
bridge, about two miles from the church, there 
was a glebe house, vested in the Representative 
Church Body in the ordinary way. On enter- 
‘ing into session Mr. Robinson executed a 
lease by which he covenanted not to assign, eub- 


let, or part with the possession of 
the glebe. or lands. or any part 
of them, without the consent of the 


Representative Church Body: In 1918 Rev. Mr. 
Robinson put the glebe house on the books of 
Messrs. Dockrell to be let at a rent of £80, and 
those instructions ha@ never been withdrawn up 
| to this moment.

ORDERED TO RESUME RESIDENCE. 

When Mr. Robinson left the glebe house he 
removed, it would be proved, al] the corrugated 
iron from the roofs of the out-houses, and when 
his attention was called to this by the Diocesan 
Council the only result was that he removed 
more corrugated iron. In addition, he levelled 
down fenoes, cut down trees, and took all the 
giass out of the greenhouses. In June, 1920, he 
was ordered by the then Archbishop of Dublin 
to resume resilience, and he wrote to say that 
he would, but he had never done so up to the 
present. He was now living in what. was known 
as the Manor Hbuse at Ovoca. 

The land on which the new house was situated 
was conveyed fo the rev. gentleman by d 
dated 29th May, 1907, and on the Ist August, 
1907, he mortgaged it-to secure an advance of 
£475. That house, which was commenced to be 
erected in 1908, required a very considerable 
sum to build it, and the money had to come 
from somewhere. He did not go to live in that 
house until September, 1919. In 1907 he issued 
an appeal for the purpose, amongst other things, 
of providing a new rectory. 

From 1910 he made various visits to America 
and collected considerable sums. It was natural 
to ask what was done with that money. The 
then Archbishop of Dublin (Provost of Trinity 
College) had a correspondence with the rey 
gentleman in reference to accourting for the 
money collected in America and how it waa 
spent. in one of the letters the respondent 
stated that none of this money went into the 
new house. In one document the sum of £2,240 
was mentioned 2s coming from American sources. 
Out of that there was shown an expenditure of 
£808 15s. Of what happened to the balance 
they were Jeft in ignorance. i 

Another statement showing in dollars the 
receipts and expenees of the American tours 
represented a revenue of $21,699, of which 
$11,200 were described as to the credit of parish 
debts. That was about £2,700 instead of the 

mentioned in the first document. ‘The 
balance of $10,499 was put down as expenses. 


ACCOUNTS PREPARED. 

Certain observations appeared in Truth from 
time to time criticising this gentleman’s action, 
and calling attention to the fact that he was 
getting all this money in America and never 
had told anybody what he was doing with it, 
Whether or not in consequence of these criti- 
cisms, certain accounts were prepared by the 
rev. gentleman and audited by Mr. D. Barnard, 
M.C.A., on the 25th January, 1909. Under the 
heading of “New Rectory and Site Fund Ac. 
count” it appecred from this document that 
£535 was epent in making a road or avenue ta 
the house. 

They, were asked to believe, in face of the 
evidence he had referred to, and in face of the 
fact that £555 went to this house, that the rest 
of the expenses of the house were provided out 
of his own pocket. One thing was clear: this 
house was treated as his own and claimed as 
his own. It was conveyed to him and mort- 
gaged by him, and, of course, the fact of its 
being mortgaged made it absolutely impossible 
to hand it over to the Church Body. 

Not only had the respondent obtained money 
from American and other sources ostensibly for 
the pu e of building a new rectory, but he 
had applied that money for the purpose of build. 
ing a private house for himself. Resolutions 
passed by this Vestry calling on the rev, gentle 
man for accounts resulted in not even an ac- 
knowledgment. The Vestry were compelled to 
take action in the matters dealt with in the 


petition, because otherwise the parish, which 
was being slowly ruined for years owing to the 
action of this gentleman, would be absolutely 


and finally destroyed. 

Counsel went on to deal at length with the 
bequests unaccounted for, and, alluding to a 
donation of £100 given by a Mr. Briscoe in aid 
of a new organ for the church, said that this 
money was spent on tea rooms at Ovoca. They 
had no accounts of these tea rooms since 1911. 
They had certain accounts in a book 
which went to the end of December, 1911, 
winding up with the statement, ‘Handed 
over to rector, £8 2s. a“ That was 
rather remarkable in view of respondent's 
claim “ that he received none of the profits of 
the tea-rooms, and that all the receipts from 
the tea-rooms were received by the secretary and 
the Select Vestry.” 

As to the collections in church, there was a 
Preachers’ Book, which. contained the amount 
of collections from Sunday to Sunday. When 
they wanted to see that book the petitioners 
were refused. When they did get the book 
ultimately they found that the amounts did not 

e with the sums handed over.

ARE THEY NECESSARY 
EVILS? 


the ‘question of queues with 
ers of Dublin theatres and cinema houses 
an ith Times representative was informed 
that, while the system can be largely obviated 
by geata for theatrical or vaudeville 
performances, it is to some extent a necessity, 
although not necessarily an evil, in the case of 
cinemas. 

Mr. J. H. Hamilton, manager of the Theatre 
Royal, said that there was no need for the 
formation of queues at the Hawkins street 
house, as seats can be booked in advance for 
every part of the theatre. It was a matter 
entirely for the public, as intending playgoers 
who booked their seats could obtain admission 
without any delay on arriving at the theatre. 
The approaches to the Gaiety Theatre are 
seldom affected by queues, as bookinge can be 
made to SN pees except the upper circle, which 
seats only , and the gallery, with accommoda- 
tion for abont 500. The Gaiety, except during 
the opera season, is not a “gallery ’’ house, 
and, as it opendat 7 and the pe ormance begins 
at 7.45 p.m., admiesion is easily obtained. 

“ QUEUES A NECESSITY.” 

Mr. C. Jones, manager of the Tivoli Theatre, 
said that in the case of such a popular house | 
queues were a necessity, and, as there was no 
traffic on Burgh quay during its opening hours, 
sexe 4 caused no obstruction. If they had. not 
well-reguiated queues, as at present, ladies who 
sought admission would meet with scant 
courtesy from outsiders. At present they did 
not book seats to the Tivoli. 

Mr. Arthur Armstrong, manager of the Empire 
Theatre, said that the booking of seats had re- 
duced queues to a minimum.Seats for the gallery, 
however, were not engaged, and the queue for 
that entrance was from an approach where no 
inconvenience was caused. 

Mr. J.-J. Farrell, the Pillar Picture House, 
who is aleo interested in other cinemas, said 
that picture house managers were as pleased to 
see queues as business men were to see their 
shops full or as a public fepresentative who 
observed a queue of his supporters outside the 
polling booth at election time. It showed him 
that he was supplying the public with what it 
required. With a continuous programme which 
was now shown in picture houses it would be 
impossible to arrange to book seats for the pur- 
pose of abolishing queues. There was a pos- 
sibility of making too many laws ‘which would 
restrict the liberty of the public. In wet 
weather, when an effort might be made to 
shelter people and avoid a queug, the Corpora- 
tion stepped in with its by-law against over- 
crowding. 

ADVANCE BOOKING. 

Mr. T. C. Redden, manager of La Scala, 
agreed that advance booking of seats was im- 
practicable except for theatrical and vaudeville 
performances. During the recent show of 
Charlie Chaplin in “ The Kid” they filmed the 
story five times during the evening, and had a 
continuous stream of people from 2 o'clock until 
9 p.m. They were faced with the difficulty that 
some people who came 20 minutes late insisted 
on remaining for the “second house.” Since 
adopting the booking system for the parterre 
the attendance increased by:75 percent: It was 
only possible ‘to have advance booking for 
vaudeville performances. and for euch pro- 
grammes they would adopt that system for parts 
of the house in future. 

Other proprietors and managers of cinema 
houses agreed that booking for continuous per- 
formances was impracticable, and that the queue 
system was unavoidable at present. 

It was further stated that there is no com- 
-parison with the large theatres and picture 
houses in English cities, which accommodate 
audiences thousands in number. The competi- 
tion of nicture theatres, owing to their con- 
tiguity in Sackville street, has largely reduced 
the dimensions of queues awaiting admission to 
these places of amusement.

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in face of the fact that there were vacant plots 
on both sides.

ALLEGED REFUSAL TO VISIT. 

Counsel next told how the respondent refused 
to visit when requested to do so a Mr. Carter, 
who was seriously ill, and who died a few days 
later. He went on to say that on one occasion 
when the rector, after rvice, came into the 
vestry and found Mr. Johnston, churchwarden, 
there, he said that if the latter persisted in 
coming there he would have the door locked 
against him. 

Another matter was with reference to the 
salary of the organist. A notice was posted up 
in the chureh to the effect that the organist 
was paid a salary of £5. The lady who was 
organist would prove that she never received a 
penny. The defence was that the £5 supposed 
to be paid to the organist was included in the 
tencher’s salary aly wes not a teacher, 
and was paid nothing. 5 

Counsél next described the refusal by the 
respondent ef the Paroehial Hall, on an appli- 
eation by Mr. Booth, for a meeting of the 
arishioners in connection with a war memorial. 
n a letter to Mr. Booth, Mr. Robinson 
stated :—‘‘ There shall be no entertainment 
given in the parish to which I could not go. 1 
can, and will, object: to hob-nobbing with these 
contemptible people who have been so double- 
faced and hypocritical, and it is not right, and 
{ should be doing wrong to countenance it. The 
only way is to exclude them.” 
TWO CATEGORIES. 

Having alluded to the Board of Works charge, 
counsel said that the class of offences in respect 
of which they were concerned might, roughly, 
be divided into two categories. There were 
classes of offences in which they found specific 
provisions of the Constitution forbidding the 
doing of certain things which had been done in 
this case. There were other classes of offences 
which unquestionably came within the eategory 
of acts unbecoming to the sacred calling of a 
clergyman, and there were other instances in 
the case whieh were not consistent with ordinary 
honesty. 

If the state of affairs disclosed was allowed 
to go on this parish would be absolutely ruined. 
Even as it was the congregation had largely 
diminished. They had had money received, and 
no one told what was done with it. Large 
sums of money collected for one purpose had 
been applied te another. Sums ef money col- 
lected for the purposes of the ehureh had been 
applied to discharge personal obligations of the 
rector. 

They asked their lordships to take the enly 
course which would restore the parish to. any- 
thing like the condition it ought to in. 
Suspension, condemnation, and that sort of thing 
were useless. They had had it twice over. 
Nothing had come out of it. “ The time has 
come for final and drastie action, and we ask 
your lordships not to shrink from doing your 
duty under the Censtitution.”’ 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. James S. MeMahon, who was the first 
witness, gave evidence as to respondent’s giving 
instructions to Messrs. Dockrell to let the 
giebe house and lands at £60 a year.

There were admittedly damp rooms in the 
house. 

Mr. J. B. Whitehead, Secretary of the Glen. 
dalough and Kildare Dioceses, and Mr. Robert 
Kennedy, accountant in the office of the Repre- 
sentative Chureh Body, were examined as to 
oficial Church documents and records. 

A QUESTION OF SALARY, 

Mrs. Ellen Davey stated that, although there 
was a notice posted up in the ehurch that the 
organist received £5 a year, she never received 
any such sum during her cecupamey of the posi- 
tion. 

Replying te Serjeant Manne, witness: denied 
that when her daughter was engaged as teaehcr 
she was to leok after the choir and get the 
extra £5. For three months the school was a 
Church education school, and Mr. Robinson paid 
at the rate of £5 for three months, It was 
then put under the National Board, and they 
got no money from that time from Mr.. Robin- 


son. 

Mr. Edward Johnston, merchant and shop- 
keeper, who was e peoples’ churchwarden 
in June, 1920, produced the minute books of the 
Belect Vestry, and ve evidence as te the 
erection of the Manor House, and the making of 
the avenue to it. The rector: went to live in 
the new house at the end of 1919. The giebe 
house was occupied by Mr. and Miss Lawrence. 

Witness detailed conversations about uests 
and various matters that members of the Select 
Vestry had with the rector, who said that he 
had let the rectory to a very good churchman 
at £60 a year, and that the land was no use. 
When asked did the parish get the rent, re- 
spondent said “That is my own matter,” or 
something to that effect. asked about 
furnighing accounts for various things, the 
rector’s invariable reply was “I am too y to 
go into accounts.” . 

The Primate mentioned that the ter rooma at 
Ovoca seemed a eostly undertaking. He saw from 
an account that a eum of £1,100 was spent on the 
building, £118 on furniture, £143 on printing 
and stationery, and £198 on iesuing circulars.

LOYALISTS AND THE CONFERENCE, 
Letter from Mr. Culverwell, $.F., T.C.D. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—It ie time that the loyalists of Southern 
Ireland should take counsel with themselves as 
to their future attitude in the event of the, 
Conference resulting in a settlement, and in so 
doing they should endeavour to look at the 
matter from all points of view, new as well as 
old; for now they stand at the parting of the 
ways. The old order is passing; what part will 
they take in the new P 
There were two indications in last Tuesday's 
paper. One was striking in its evidence of con- 
fidence in the expected Irish Parliament. 
loyalist members of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce objected to safeguard No. 5 in the 
Government's offer, preferring i> trust to an 
Irish Parliament which should h.vs full power. 
to alter the present system of no tariffs he- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland. The other 
was the approval by the Dublin Diocesan 
Synod of a statement by Archbishop Gregg as 
to the necessity of definite “ safeguards ” for 
the loyalist, section of the community. His 
statement was a temperate and serious one, | 
and calls for earnest consideration by all, Sinn 
Feiners as well as loyalists. 
The point to which [I desire to draw rti- 
cular attention is the method which Dr. .Gregg 
and the Synod have adopted for trying io obtain. 
these safeguards—nmamely, an appeal to tho 
Prime Miniter to secure that they shall be in- 
eerted in the terms of peace. Deeply rooted, 
indeed, must be the old Unionist belief in the 
British Government! Is the lesson not yet 
learned that for loyaliets the British Govern- 
ment is a broken reed—one on which they can 
no longer lean? But old times have changed, 
and old orinions must go with them; and the 
hardest lesson which those who, in the past, 
were Unionists have now to learn is thie—that 
for the sake of Ireland, no less than for their 
own sake, what the changed times require is 
that the Irish loyalist deal directly with Sinn 
Fein. Had the Synod taken the course of sub- 
mitting a statement to the representatives of 
the majority in Southern Ireland, setting forth, 
as Dr. Gregg has done, the advantage to Ire- 
land of securing the confidence of the minority, 
and expressing the hope that, in the event of « 
settlement, they would eecure the insertion of 
the desired safeguards, a great etep in advance 
would have been taken. 

No doubt, that is a startling proposal, and 
time will be required before it can be seen in 
proper perspective. Yet the reasons for it are 
very eound. For one thing, the British Govern- 
ment has already committed iteelf to an offer 
and cannot retreat from its terms; no matter 
how strongly pressed by loyaliate. For another, 
a eafeguard inserted by the British Government 
against the will of Sinn Fein would not be at 
all ae likely to be effective as one accepted by 
them without compulsion. Indeed, it is paying 
a high tribute to the future Irish Parliament to 
believe that a paper eafeguard, secured by com- 
pulsion, would restore the confidence of the Irish 
minority. Who is there that would not greatly 

efer a eafeguard put forward by the Sinn 
ein representatives themselves? But while 
the weight of reason is strongiy for the pro- 
posal, the weight of sentiment will be strongly 
against it. And though -eutiment is often un- 
reasonable, and, therefore, cannot be met by 
reasone, let me put some of the reasons wiv 
in thie case sentiment should not be allowed 
to dominate action. 

Perhaps, the chief inn to the proposal] 
on the part of many old-time Unionists is that 
it involves their negotiating with “ rebels” and 
the heads ef “ the murder gang,” nor ia it a 
eufficient answer to say that the Government 
they appeal to has quite as much reason as they 
have to regard the I.R.A. as “rebels” and a 
“murder gang,” and is nevertheless negotiating 
with them. Nor, perhaps, will it be much help 
to point out that to appeal to the Government 
is in this case only to get a third party—the 
Government—to carry en the negotiations on 
their behalf, so-that even that indirect way does 
not really clear them of the responsibility of 
negotiating with Sinn Fein. So the Unionist is 
brought back to the personal question—Is he, 
for his own material advantage, to negotiate 
directly with “ rebels’ and “ the murder gang”? 

First, let me say that he should regard it not 
as a personal question, but as a national one—Ie 
he to do so for the good of his country? Next, 
I would point out.that the word “ rebel” should 
not carry with it tue implication of something 
to be hated or condemned. Hampton, Pym, 
Milton, theae were rebels; so were Washington 
and Franklin: so, too, were the men who. at 
the siege of Derry, held that town by force 
against James, their legitimate King. for 
William had not then taken possession of any 
part of Ireland. And as to “the murder 
gang,” terrible things have been done on both 
sides. If the Unionist is not to deal with any 
Government whose record is all we should wish 
it to be, he will deal with no Government: nor 
bas the Jast word yet been said as to the ap- 
portionment of blame. But in the meantime 
let us listen once more to the words given in 
last Monday's paper, of that very noble gentile- 
}man and gallant officer, Major Compton Smith, 
a victim who, kidnapped on April 16th, 1921, 
was “murdered” soon afterwards by orders ef 
“the murder gang” :—“ I leave my watch to the 
officer who is executing me, because I believe 
him to be a gentleman, and to mark the fact 
that I bear him no malice for carrying out 
what he believes to be his duty.” And in 
another letter, addressed to his regiment, ‘he 
said:—“I should like my death to lessen, 
rather than to increase, the bitterness which 
exists between England and Ireland. I have 
been treated with great kindness, and during 
my captivity have learned to regard Sinn 
Feiners rather aa mistaken idealists than as a 
murder gang.” 

It is unfortunate that lovalists throughout 
the country have now no constitutional means 
of formulating their policy, nor, excent in the 
columns of a newspaner, of discussing what that 
policy should be. But in the future they will 
have to work with the majority, and the 
majority will have to work with them, and it ie 
for the advantace of both sides that they 
should begin their interchange of views as soon 
as possible. The invitation extended by Mr. de 
Valera to certain of the old-time Unionists to 
meet him before he accepted the Prime Minis- 
ter’s offer of a conference may be taken aa evi- 
dence that one side is ready to take part in an 
interchange of views. And while these can be 
no obiection to loyalists putting their views be- 
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error to endeavour to use that Government ae a 
lever to'compel the other side to agree to 
“eaafecuards” instead of approaching them 
directly. 

As you are aware, this letter was intended for 
publication on Saturday, but was withheld at 
my request on account of the unfavourable -at- 
mosphere created by Mr. de Valera’s telegram. 
As, however, the matter has been raised by 
Mr. Garvey’s letter, may 1 again ask you to 
publish it?—Yours, ete.,

THE CHURCH REFORM LEAGUE.

Sim,—The address delivered by the Archbishop 
of Dublin to the Joint Synods on Friday last 
contained so strong a denunciation of the action 
of the Church Reform League that I ask for the 
courtesy of your columns to place the full facts 
before those who read the full report of the 
address.

For many years it has been felt by a very 
large number of the clergy and laity in the 
Diocese ef Dublin that their representatives on 
the eleeted bodies of-the Church required new 
blood.. These representatives contained no ele- 
ment of the younger generation of either order. 
This feag and other matters of urgent Church 
reform called into being the Church Reform 
League, which, while holding aloof from any 
subjects avering of purely theological con- 
troversy, stands for those reforms within the 
Church which modern conditions necessitate. 

It will hardly be disputed that the constant 
re-election of representatives on elected bodies 
does not tend towards progress or reform. Ac- 
cordingly, two years ago the clerical members 
of the e. decided to put forward eertain 
clerical. representatives for election and to ask 
all clergy in favour of their policy to support 
them. is was done, and a strong and virile 
element was elected to the Diccesan Council. 
This year the clergy adopted the same policy. 
The lay members of the League (who, after a 
strenuous effort, had won some representation 
on the Diocesan Synod) met and determined to 
make a similar effort. They accordingly adopted 


certain names as candidates in favour the 
Reform League policy. A joint of 
clerical and lay members was then heid, and the 


names selected by the two orders at their 
separate meetings were approved of as Reform 
League candidates.. A letter signed by the 
President and Secretary of the League was sent, 
with a list of these names, to members of the 
League. The list of names was sent to other 
members of the Synod, without any covering 
letter whatsoever. In order to show the com- 
plete bona fides of the League, copies of both 
documents were placed in the. Archbishop's 
hands. While it is to be deplored that such a 
course had to be taken, no other possible way 
existe for seeuring a voice in the inner councils 
of our Church for those who think upon any 
lines other than those of. fifty years ago. The 
address of His Grace may have the effect of 
keeping out all the younger men from the 
Diocesan Council and General Synod. I have 
no doubt that such a result will be regretted by 
His Grace, but one ean hardly hope for the 
suecess of candidates who have been denounced 
ex cuthedrd. 

These are the simovle facts of the case in full. 
I believe that they will clear both clergy and 
laity of the specific charge of “‘an invasion of 
the prerogative of the respective orders "—i.c., 
to choose their own representatives. There has 
not been time to summon a meeting of the

THE LOSS OF THE ROWAN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—In reply. to Dr. Joly’s letter in your 
issue of the 20th inst., I would again point out 
that until all the facts of this particular case 
are known and investigated it seems to be 
premature to advocate submarine sound 
signalling for passenger ships, and especially 
until it is proyed that the ordinary rules for the 
revention of colligjons at sea, in fog, have 
ailed. From consMferable practical experience 
of the gear advocated by Dr: Joly I assert that, 
if two or more steamships, within a radius of a 
few miles, are both, or all, using such gear 
during dense fog at the same time, or there- 
abouts, the ition of affairs is just as be- 
wildering as if the respective ships were simply 
using their syrens or whistles. With great 
respect for Dr. Joly's opinion, I reiterate that 
in such circumstances, in order to avoid all 
risks of serious collision, the only and proper 
course is for each steamship to stop engines of 
proceed at a very moderate speed; and, as 
stated in my letter of the 14th inst., this is 
exactly what the Articies for the prevention of 
c@llisions st sea provide that each ship shall do 
Lhout any submarine signalling gear. Dr. 
Joly says that submarine signalling is in suc- 
cessful use ip the United States for protection 
against coastal dangers. No doubt, this is. so, 
but the coast does not move. A ship unfor- 
tunately does, when she ofien ought not to 
move. 

A ship in fog, heating a submarine bell or 
other signal, end knowing that such signal gear 
is ineteled on such and such a point, can de- 
termine her position and alter her course to 
avoid danger; but it is surely a very different 
proposition ‘where, instead of hearing a singie 
submarine signal from a dangerous point on the 
coast, a ship hears several sound signals, per- 
haps, on all sides, and all emanating from 
other sennnihtine within a few miles of one 
another. Dr. Joly says: ‘‘Had synchronous 
signalling been in operation on the Rowan and 
on the vessel whith first collided with her, both 
vessels would have known of the impending 
risk of collision while yet some miles apart, and 
the. initial disaster tould not have occurred.” 
Is it to be assumed that neither vessel had a 
syren or whistle or that, if they had, neither 
gave the regulation blasts? If they did give 
the regulation blasts, then they were, it is 
submitted, just as well aware of the respective 
whereabouts of each other and of the re ee 
risk of collision as if each had been fitted wit 
submarine signalling gear. I quite. agree that 
“the lead” cannot protect a sailor against 
collision with another vessel; neither, I submit, 
in dense fog, can submarine signalling or syrens 
or anything else, unless the ships respectively 
signalling stop engines or navigate with the 
utmost caution, as prescribed by the Articles 
for the prevention of collisions at sea.—-Yours,

IRISH INLAND FISHERIES. . 

TO THE EDITOR-OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—I see that Alderman de Roiste at the 
Industrial Conference had a good deal to say 
about the future of Irish fisheries; but, unless 
someone gets busy at once, there will soon be 
no Irish inland fisheries at all. The destruc- 
tion of fish, regardless of close times and other 
preservative restrictions, during the past year 
or so is appalling. No matter what is done 
now, the result will be felt for years to come 
and, if another season of devastation is allowed, 
many fisheries will never recover. Rivers are 
simply “ combed ' in season and out of season 
with nets, often of eo fine a mesh as to catch 
even the fry of ealmon and trout. None is 
allowed up to the spawning grounds, or, if 
a few get there, they are “ torched”’ on the 
spawning beds. | 

On the Shannon; our greatest river and most 
of it free fishing, not one fish in a thousand 
that hae escaped the legitimate nets and anglers 
ever gets to the beds at all. The Moy has 
been raided constantly long after the fishing 
season closed, and the fish left over for breeding 
have been swept out of it, though for purposes 
of food they would mostly be im very un- 
desirable condition. I only mention this as an 
example of a large number of rivers in the 
West and South of Ireland that I know very 
well. The reduction of the number of salmon 
and trout leads to the great increase of pike 
and perch. , Everyone knows that, once trout 
in a river or lake have been reduced below a 
certain point they have no chance against 
these enemies; for, though trout eat the young 
of both pike and perch, they do not destroy 
them as fast as pike and perch destroy trout. 
If illegal netting and fine meshed nets and, 
above all, the prevention of fish-spawning are 
not promptly put down, most of our fine waters 
will be, as many already are, destitute of the 
really valuable fish.—Yours, etc.,

and later purchasers a deficiency. . 

a one vantage point in the beleagured city 
of Wigh prices deserves mention, for not only 
maintaining, but advancing, charges. Pembroke 
Township takes the present opportunity for 
sending out a post-card to its customers for 
electricity, to inform them the price will be 
advanced ten per cent. There is not much 
chance of a customer’s countering this. We can 
change our butcher or our milkman, but the 
monopolist, whether a “‘ ririg or a municipality, 
leaves us no choice but. submission. oal is 
down in price, and is still getting cheaper; 
wages are certainly not rising; but lest we 
should benefit too much by the general reduc- 
tion in the price of eommodities Pembroke 
Council says, “ Your light will cost you more.” 
Almost at the same time Dublin Corporation 
reduced by about ten per cent. its charges for 
electric heating and power. 

I wrote to the Chairman of the Lighting Com- 
mittee in Pembroke asking the cause of the 
increase, and received a reply from the Clerk of 
the Council saying that he (the Clerk) had re- 
ceived my letter and that it would have his 
attention, but nothing further. Will users of 
electricity in Pembroke make no protest against 
this inopportune advance? If they fail to do so 
now, it is likely that., when coal gets stil! 
cheaper and the cost of He becomes—as we 
all hope and expect—still lower, Pembroke 
Council will add another ten per cent. to their 
charges and say once more, ~— is everything else 
is getting cheaper, your light will cost you 
more.’’—Yours, etc., James O'HARA.
